- This point thus adjufted, the young 
women left Mrs, Cole to talk and 
concert matters with me, when fhe ex- 
plain’d to me, that I fhould be intro- 
duc’d that very evening to four of her 
beft friends, one of whom fhe had, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the houfe, fa- 
vour’d with the. preference of engaging 
me in the firft party of pleafure, affuring 
me atthe fame time, that they were all 
young gentlemen agreeable in their per- 
fo s, and unexceptionable in every re- 
{pect 5 that, united and holding together 
by the band of common pleafures, they 
com- 
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-compofed the chief fupport of her houfe, 
and made very liberal prefents to the girls

plough-boy. I faw him come’ whiftling 
behind me, with a bundle tied to the end 
of a ftick: his travelling equipage.

We 
came prefently, after having agreed on 
this notable expedient, to one of thofe 
hedge-accommodations for foot- paffen- 
gers, at the door of which ftood an old 
crazy beldam, who, feeing us trudge by, 
invited us to lodge there. Glad of 
any cover, we went in, and my fellow- 
traveller taking all upon him, calld for 
what the houfe afforded, and we fupp’d 
together as man and wife, which confi- 
dering our figures, and ages, could not 
have paft on any one, but fuch as any 
thing could pafs on.

_ Thus I had the full range of a fpaci- 
ous lonely houfe, and gardens, fiuate at 
above half a mile diftance from any other 
habitation, except perhaps a ali 
cottage, or fo, : . 
Here, in tranquility, and i innocence, I 
grew up, without any memorable acci- 
dent, till.one fatal day. I had,:as I had 
often done before, left my aunt faft afleep, 
and fecure. for forme Hours, after dimner = 
and reforting to a kind of antient fume 
mer-houfe, at fome diftance from the 
houfe, :I.carry’d my work with me, and 
fat over a.rivulet, which .itk.deor and 
windew:: fac’d upon.

a cane-couch, with: my work: bafket for 
a pillow, were.all. che.convemences of my 
fhort repofe; for E was: foon ‘awak'd aol 
alarm’d bya _— and noife-of. fplafh-

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ing in ‘the water, I got up to fee what 
was the matter ; and what indeed fhould 
it be but the fon of a_ neighbouring 
gentleman, aa I afterwards found, (for f 
had never ‘feca’ him, before,): who had 
ftray’d that way: with his gun,. and heated 
by his fpore, and the fultrinefs of che days 
had been tempted by the frefbnefs of the 
cleat fiream ; fo that prefently ftripping, 
he yamp’d into it on the other fide which 
~ border’d ona wood, fome trees whereof, 
inclin’d dewn to theswater, form’d a plea- 
fing, fhady recefs, commodious to undrefs, 
and leave his cloaths under. 
| My firft emotions, ‘at the fight of chis 
youth naked in the water, were, withall 
imaginable refpe& to truth, thofe of fur- 
prize and fear: and in courfe I fhtuld 
immediately have run out, had not my | 
modefty, fatally for :tfelf, interpofed the 
objection of the door and window being 
fo fituated, that it was fcarce poffible to 
get out, and make my way along the 
bank to the houfe, without his feeing me: 
which I could. noc bear the thought of,

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fo much afham’d and confounded was I 


at having feenhim. Condemn’d then to 
ftay till his departure fhould releafe me, 
I was greatly embarrafs’d how to difpofe 
of myfelf: I kept fometime, betwixt ter- 


ror and modefty, even.from looking. 


through the window, which being an old 
fafhion’d cafement, without any light be- 
hind me, could hardly betray any one’s 
being there to him from within: then the 
door was fo fecure, that without violence, 
cor my ownconfent, there was no opening 
it, from without. 

But now, by my own experience, I 
found it too true, that- objects which 


-afright us, when we cannot get from them, 


-draw our eyes as forcibly as thole that 
pleafe us. Icould not long withfland 
that namelefs: impulfe, which, without 
-any defire of this novel fight, compell’d 
-me tawards it: embolden’d too by my 
certainty of being at once unfeen and fafe, 
{ ventur’d by degrees to caft my eyes on 
an object fo terrible and alarming to my 
-virgin modefty as a naked man: But as 
o no I fnatch’d 
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I fnatch’d a look, the firft gleam that 
{truck me, was in general, the dewy 
luftre of the whiteft fkin imaginable, 
which the fun playing upon, made the 
reflection of it perfectly beamy.

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By this time J was fo affected by this

Sometimes,‘ia 
the furtousexcitatzons of defre, I threw my 
‘Self on, my. bed, fpread-:my thighs abroad, 
and lay as it were expeCting she  hong’d- 
‘for reliéf, all. finding my jillafon, J fhut 
and fqueez’d them together again, burn in 
es | an 
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and fretting. In fhort, this dev’lifh thing, 
with its impetuous girds and itching firess 
led me fuch a life, that I could neither, 
night or day, be at. peace with it or my- 
felf. In time, however, I thought I had 
gained a prodigious - prize, when figu- 
ring to myfelf, that my fingers were fome- 
thing of the fhape of ‘what J pined for, 
I worked my way in for one of them 
with great agitation anddelight, yet not 
without paint too did J deflour myfelf as far 
as-it could reach ; proceeding with fuch 
a fury of paffion, in this folitary and laft 
fhift of pleafure, as extended me at length 
breathlefs on the bed, inanamorous melt- 
ing trance.

fall back-view of her perfon, naked to her 
waift. Her pofleriours, plump, fmooth, 
and prominent, form’d luxuriant tracts of 
animated: fnow, that fplendidly fill’d the 
eye, till 1¢ was contmanded: down the part- 
ing or feparation of. thofe :exquificely

perfected, in a continu’d conjunction of 
body, and extatic flow, their fetes of 
joys. for that time. 

As foon as he had ditengagid.. the 
charming Emily got up, and we crouded 
round her with congratulations, and other 
Officious little fervices ; for it is to. be’ 
noted, that though all modefty and re- 
ferve were banifh’d the tranfaction: of 
thefe pleafures, good manners and polite- 
nefs were inviolably obferv’d: here was 
no grofs ribaldry, no offenfive or rude 
behaviour, or ungenerous reproaches to 
the girls for their compliance with the 
humours, and defires of the men. On the © 
contrary, nothing was wanting to footh, 
encourage, and foften the fenfe of their | 
condition to them.

ver fhew’d thefe votaries of theirs a more 
tender refpect than at the time of thofe 
exercifes of their complaifance, when they 


unlock’d their treafures of conceal’d beau- 


ty, and fhow’d out in the pride of their 
native charms, ever-more. touching furely 


than when they parade it in the artificial 


ones-of drefs and ornament. 
The frolic was now come round to me, 


and it being my turn of fubfcription to: 


the will and pleafure of my particular- 
elect, as well as that of the company, he 
came to me, and faluting me very ten- 
derly, with a flattering eagernefs, put me 
in mind of the compliances my prefence

acquifition, and, by way of indirect flat- . 
tery to me, openly envied. | 

Mrs. Cole, by the way, could not have 
given me.a greater mark.of her regard — 
than ip managing for methe choice of this 
young, gentleman .for my mafter of the:

That laft article in- 
deed was.not much on the fide ‘of what I 
pretended to pafs'for; ‘but +i did: pafs; 
under favour of the growing paffion J had 
infpird him with, After he, bad next 
got out of me, very dextroufly as he 
thought, what I had no fort of defign to 
make a referve of, my own, my miftrefs’s 
name, and place of abode, he loaded me 
with fruit, all the rareft and deareft he 
could pick out, and fent me home pon-

yield at length to the vehemence of his 
infiftence, in aétion and words; I 
fparingly difclos’d my thighs fo, that 
he could juft touch the cloven inlet with ~ 
the tip of his inftrument,’ but as he fa- 
tigu’d and toil’d.to get it in, a cwilt of 
of my body, fo asto receive it obliquely, 
not only thwarted his admiffion, but giv- 
ing.a fkream, as if he had pierced me

which, ‘* that he had hurt me~—he kill’d 
« me—I fhould-die—~” -were the mott 
frequent interjections. Bat ‘now,’ alter 
repeated attempts, in. which he had: nor 
made the leaft impreffion, towards. gain-- 
ing his point, at leaft for that time, the 
pleafure rofe fo faft ‘upon him. that he 
could not check or delay it, and in the 
vigour and fury, which the approaches

Recover’d at length to more fhew of 
life, by his ténder condoleances, kiffes, — 
and embraces, 1 upbraided him, and tfe- 
proach’d him for my ruin, in fuch na- 
tural terms, as added to his fatisfa@tion 
with himfelf, for having accomplifh’d ic ; : 
and gueffing, by certain obfervations of | 
mine, that it would be rather favourable — 
to him, to-fpare him, when he fometime 
after, feebly enough, came on again to : 
the affaule, I refolutely withftood. any 
further endeavours, on a pretext that 
flatter’d his prowefs, of my being fo 
violently hurt and. fore, that I could not

ciowy granted me a refpite, and the’ 


Morning: fopn after advaacing, I got rid 
of farsher importunity, till Mrs, Cale, bes 
ing rang for by him, came in, .and was 
made acquainted, in terms of the utmoft 
joy aad.rapyure, with his triumphant cere 
tainty of my virtue, and the finifhing 
ftroke he had given it, in the courfe of 
the night; of which he added, the would

. You may guefg how a woman of her 
turn of addrefs and experience, hymour’d 
the jeft, and play’d him off with mix'’d 
exclamations of fhame, anger, compal- 
fion fox me, and of her being pleas’d 
that all was fo well qver ; in which laf, 
I believe, fhe was perfectly fincere. And 
now, asthe objection which fhe had re-

But here is their misfortune, that when 
by a courfe of weazing, .warryieg, hand- 
ling, wanten poftures, lacivious mo. 
tions, they have at length aceomplith’d 
a flafhy enervate enjoyment, they have 
at the fame time lighted upa flame inthe 
obje&t of their paffion, thae not having 
the means themfelves to quench, drives 
her for relief, into the next perfon’s arms, 
who can finifh their work : and thus they 
become bawds to fome fecret favourite, 
tried, and approv’d of for a more vigor- 
ous, and fatisfactory execution; for with 


women, of ous turn efpecially, however — 


well 
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well que hearts may be difpos’d, there 
is a controuling part, or queen-feat in us, 
that governs itfelf by its own maxims of © 
ftate, amongft which not one is ftronger 
in praétife with it, than, in matter of its 
dues, neyer ta accept the will for the 
deed. 

Mr. Norbert, who was much in this 


~ungracious cafe, though he  profefs’d 


and fhew’d to like me extremely, could 
but feldom confummate the main-joy itfelf 
with me, without fuch a length and ves 
riety of preparations as were at once weari- 
fome and inflammatory.

ful combination of all thefe witha ftart of

———~Altering, however directly, his 
courfe, and lowering his point, he fix’d 
it right, and driving it up witha delicious 
ftiffnefs, made all foam again, and gave 
me the sous with fuch fire, and fpiric, 
that in the fine difpofition I was in, when 
I fubmitted to him, and ftirr’d up fo 
fiercely as I was, I got the ftart. of him, 
and went away into the melting fweon, 
and {queezing him, whilft in the convul-

: .Mrs. Cole ftill continuing her friendthip, 
offer’d me her .affiftances and advice: to- 
wards another choice; but I was now ina 
ftate of eafe and affluence enough to look 
about me at leifure ; and as to any con- 
ftitutional calls of pleafure, their preffure 
or fenfibility was greatly leffen’d by a con- 
{cioufnefs of the eafe with which they 
were to be fatisfy’d at'Mrs. Cole’s houfe, 
where Loui/a and Emily ftill continu’d i in 
the old way; and my great favourite 
| Harriet, 
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‘Harriet, us’d often’ to come and fee mes 
and entertain me, with her head and heart 
full of the happinefs fhe enjoy’d with het 
dear baronet, whom fhe lov’d with ten- 
dernefs and conftancy, ever though he 
was her keeper; and what is yet more, 
had made her independent by a handiome 
provifion for her, and hers. 

I was then in this vacancy from — ‘any

tofe cufhioning upwards from two ftout, 


-~flefhful thighs, and ending their cleft, or 
feparation, by an unionat the {mall of the 


back, prefented'abold mark, that fwell’d, 
as it were, to meet the fcourge.. 

- Seizing now one of the rods, I ftood 
over him, and, according to his direction,

_ brought in: by the difcreet Mrs. Cole her- 
felf,. which, might have piqued the fenfus 


ality of a cardinal, accompanied with a 
choice of the richeft wines; ail whicl» 
7 fhe 
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fhe fet before us, and went out again, 
without having by a word, or even by 4 
{mile, given us the leaft interruption, or 
‘confufion, in thofe. inftants of fecrecy, 
that we were not yet ripe for the admiffi- 

on of a third to. . 
I fat down then, till feanee in charity 
-with my .bitcher ;: for fuch I could not 
help confidering him, and was moreover 
not a little piqued. at the gay, fatisfied 
air of his countenance, which I thought 
myfelf infulted by ; ‘but when the now 
‘neceflary reftefhment to meé, ofa glafs 
of wine, and a little eating, (all the time 
obferving a profound filence) had fome- 
what chear’d, and reftor’d me.to {pirits ;

ing evidently been ferv’d at the top of- 
the market, and even been pamper’d with . 
dainties 5 befides that, in the facrifice .of . 
a few. momentary impulfes, I found a fe- . 


cret fatisfaction in refpecting myfelf, as 


well as preferving the life and frefhnefs of . 
my complexion. , Loaifa and Emila did - 
nat carry indeed their referve as-high as I:

or abandon’d, though two of their adven-

fhe had not dreamt of; however her

¢ ing and contemning women, and all at. 
<< the fame time, apeing their manners, 
ss airs, lifp, fkuttle, and, in general, all 
«¢ their little modes of affectation, which 
«© become them at leaft better, than they

But here wafhing my hands of them, I 
replunge into the ftream of my hiftory, 
into which I may very ‘properly ingraft a 
terrible fally of Zowifa’s, fince I had 
fome fhare in it myfelf, and have befides 
engag’d myfelf to relate it, in point of 
countenance to poor Emily.

cou try, where he could. not, however, 


fo much as fith one finglé relation out of” 
the obicurity. he was‘born in, Taking 


then atafte for retirement, and pleasd to 
enjoy 
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enjoy life, like a miftrefs,- in the dark, 
he flow’d his days in all the eafe of opu- 
lence, without the leaft parade of it, and 
rather ftudying the concealment, than the 
- fhow of a fortune, looking down on a 
world he perfectly knew ; himfelf, -to his 
wifh, unknown, and unmark’d by it. 

But as I propofe'to devote a letter en- 
tirely to the pleafure of retracing to you 
all the particulars of my acquaintance 
with this ever, to me, memorable friend, 
I fhall, inthis, tranfiently touch on no. 
more than may‘ ferve, as mortar, to ce- 
ment, or form the connexion of my hifto- 
ry, and to obviate your furprife that 
one of my high blood, and relith of life 
fhould count a gallant of threefcore fuch 
a catch, | 

Referring thento a more explicit nar- 
rative, to explain by what progreffions' 
our acquaintance, certainly innocent, at 
art, infenfibly changed nature, and ran. 
into unplatonic lengths, as might well be 
expected from one of my condition of 
life, and above all from that principle of 

K 2 elec- 
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electricity which fcarce ever fails of pro- 
ducing fire, when the fexes meet : I fhall 
only here acquaint you, that as age had 
not fubdued his tendernefs for our fex, 
neither had it robb’d him of the. power 
of pleafing, fince whatever he wanted in 
the bewitching charms of youth, he at- 
ton’d for, or fupplemented with the ad- 
vantages of experience, the fweetnefs of 
his manners, and above all his flattering 
addrefs intouching the heart by an appli- 
cation to the underftanding. From him, it 
was that I firft learn’d to any purpofe, 
and not without infinite pleafure, that I 
had fuch a portion of me worth beftowing - 
{ome regard on: from him I received my 
firft effencial encouragement, and inftruc- 
tions how to put it into that train of 
cultivation, which I have fince pufhed 
to the little degree of improvement you 
fee it at: He it was, who firft taughe 
me to be fenfible that the pleafures of the 
mind were fuperior to thofe of the body, 
at che fame time, that they were fo far 
dsyus vONOXiIOUS fo, Or incompatible with 
cach 
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each other, that befides the fweetnefs in 
the variety, and cranfition, the one ferv’d 
to exalt and perfect the tafte of che 
other, to a degree that the fenfes alone 
can never arrive at. 

Himfelf a rational pleafurift, as being 


much too wife to be afham’d of the 


pleafures of humanity, lov’d me indeed, 
but lov’d me with dignity, in a mean 
equally remov’d from that fournefs, of 
frowardnefs which age is unpleafingly 
charaéteris’d by, and from that childifh 
filly dotage that fo often difgraces it, and 
which he himfelf ufed to turn into ri- 
dicule, and compare to an old goat af- 
feCting the frifk of-a young kid. 

In fhort, every thing that is generally 
unamiable in his feafon of Life, was, in 
him, repair’d by fo many advantages, 
that he exifted a proof manifeft, at leaft 
to me, that it is not out of the power of 
age to pleafe, if it lays out to pleafe, 
and if making juft allowances, thofe in 
that clafs do not forget, that it muft coft 
them more pains, and attention, than 
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what youth, the natural fpring-time of. 
joy, ftands in need of: as fruits out of 
feafon,. require proportionably more fkill 
and ‘cultivation, to force them. 

With this gentleman then, who took 
me home foon after our acquaintance com- 
menc’d, I lived near eight months, in 
which time, my conftant complaifance, 
my docility, my attention to deferve his 
confidence and love, and a conduct, tn 
general, devoid of the leaft art, and 
founded on my fincere efteem, and re- 
gard for him, won, and attach’d him fo 
firmly to me, that after having gene- 
roufly trufted me with a genteel, inde- 
pendent fettlement, proceeding to heap 
marks of affection on me, he appoined 
me, by an authentick will, his fole heirefs,

After acquitting myfelf of my duty to- 
wards my deceas’d benefactor, and pay- 
ing hima tribute of unfeign’d forrow, 
which a little time chang’d into the moft 
tender, grateful memory of him, that I 
fhall ever retain, I grew fomewhat com- 
forted by the profpect that now open’d 


-to-me, if not of happinefs, at leaft of 


afflaence, -and’ independence, 

. I faw ‘myfelf then, in the full cee 
and pride of youth (for I was not yet 
nineteem) actually at the head of fo large 
a fortune, as it would’have been even the 
heighth of impudence in me, to have 
rais’d my wifhes, much more my hopes, 
to: and that this unexpected elevation 


_ did not turn my head, I ow’d to the 


pains my benefactor had taken to form 
and prepare me for it, as I ow’d his Opi- | 
nion of my management of the vaft poffef- 
fions he left me, to what he had obferv’d of 
the prudential coconomy I had learned 
under Mrs. Cole, of which the referve 
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he faw I had made, was a proof, a 
¢ncouragement, to him. 

But alafs! how eafily is the enjoyment 
of the greateft fweets in life, in prefent 
poffeffion, poifoned by the regret of an 
abfent one! but my regret was a mighty 
and a juft one, fince it had my only 
truly below’d Charles for its object. © 

Given him up I had indeed compleatly, 
having never once heard from him. fince 
our feparation; which as I found after- 
wards, had been my misfortune, and not 
his neglect, for he wrote me _feveral

inftant, with the rapidity of the emo. 
tions that I fele the {pur of, fhot into his 
arms, crying out as | threw mine round 
his Neck, « My life!— my foul ! — my 
‘© Charles!—and, without further power 
of fpeech fwoon’d away, under the op- 
preffing agitations of joy and furprife. 

Recover’d out of my entrancement, I 
found myfelf in my charmer’s arms, but

anfwers, for fometime, obferv’d no order ? 
all croffing, or interrupting one another 
in fweet confufion, whilft we exchang’d

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hearts at our eyes, and renew’d the rati- 
fications of a love unabated by time or 
abfence: nota breath, nota motion, not 
a gefture on either fide, but what was 
ftrongly impreffed with it. Our hands 


lock’d in each other, repeated the moft 


paffionate fqueezes, fo that their fiery — 
thrill went to the heart again, 

Thus abforpt, and concenter’d in this 
unutterable delight; I had not attended 
to the fweet author of it, being thorough- 
ly wet, and in danger of catching cold? 
when, ingoodtime, the landlady, whom 
the appearance of my equipage (which 
by the by Charles knew nothing of) had 
gain’d me an intereft in, for me, and

defirable good in life, the other, of difea- 
fes, debility, barrennefs, felf-loathing, 
with only every evil incident to human 
nature. 

You laugh perhaps at this tail-piece of 
morality, exprefs’d from me by the force, 


of truth, refulting from compar’d expe- 


riences: you think, it, no doubt, out of 
place; out of character: poffibly too 
you may look on tt as the paultry fineffe 


of one who feeks to mafk a devotee to. 


Vice under aragof a veil, impudently 
fmuggled from the fhrine of Virtue ; juft 
as 
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as if one was to fancy one’s felf compleat- 
ly difguis’d at a mafquerade, with no o- 
ther change of drefs, than turning one’s 
fhoes into flippers: or, as if a writer 
fhould . think to fhield a_ treafonable 
libel, by concluding it with a formal 
prayer for the king. But, independent 


_ of my flattering myfelf that you have a 


jufter opinion of my fenfe, and fincerity, 
give me leave to reprefent to you, that 
fuch a fuppofition is even more injurious 
to Virtue, than to me: fince confiftent- 
ly with candour and good-nature it can 
have no foundation but in the falfeft of 
fears, that its pleafures cannot ftand in 
comparifon with thofe of Vice, but let 
truth dare to hold it up in its moft al- 
luring light: then mark! how {purious, 
how low of tafte, how. comparatively in- 
ferior its joys are to thofe which Virtue - 


' gives Janction to, and whofe fentiments | 


are not above making even a fauce for the 
fenfes, but a fauce of the higheft relifh! 
whilft vices, are the harpies, that infect, 
and foul the feaft. The paths of Vice are 

Vou, IT. M fome- 
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fometimes ftrew’d with rofes, but then 
they are-.for ever infamous for many a 
thorn ; for many a canker-worm : thofe 
of Virtue are ftrew’d with rofes purely, 
and thofe eternally unfading ones. 

_ If you do me then juftice, you will 
efteem me perfeétly confiftent in the in- 
cenfe I burn to virtue: if I have paint- 
ed vice all in its gayeft colours, if I 
have deck’d it with flowers, it has been 
folely in order to make the worthier, the 
folemner facrifice of it, to virtue. 

You know Mr, C ———- O ——=, you 
know his eftate, his worth, and good 
fenfe: can you? will you pronounce it 
il] meant, at leaft of him? when anxious 
for his fon’s morals, with a view to form 
him to Virtue, . and infpire him with a 
fixt, a rational contempt for vice, he 
condefcended to be his mafter of the ce- 
emonies, and led him by the hand thro’ 
the moft noted bawdy-houfes in town, 
where he took care that he fhould be ta- 
miliariz’d with all thofe fcenes of de- 
— fo fit to naufeate a good tafte,
